a) [[Orally]] orally administering to [[the]] a psoriasis affected individual a composition 
comprising boswellic acid and a selenium compound and , disp e rsed i n a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier; and 

b) topically applying to the [[said]] affected area a composition of boswellic acid and 
d i sp e rs e d i n a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of treat i ng psor i asis affect e d area of the skin, 
scalp or na i ls, as defin e d i n Claim claim 1 1^ wherein the orally administered composition 
contains about 400 mg of boswellic acid represented by one or more of the following 

groups; 

a) beta-boswellic acid, acetyl beta-boswellic acid, 1 1-keto beta-boswellic acid, acetyl- 

I I- keto-beta-boswellic acid, as a single entities or mixtures : and 

b) Cong e n e rs congeners or derivatives of beta-boswellic acid, acetyl beta-boswellic 
acid, 1 1-keto beta-boswellic acid, acetyl-1 1-keto-beta-boswellic acid, as single entities 
or mixtures. 
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1 3. (Currently Amended) The method of treating psor i as i s aff e ct e d area of the sk i n, 
scalp or na i ls, as d e fined in Claim claim 1 1^ wherein the orally administered composition 
contains about 100 micrograms of selenium derived from one or more of the following 
selenium sources: selenomethionine, Selmethylselenocystein, derivatives of 
selenomethionine, derivatives of Semethylselenocystein, and high selenium yeast. 

14. (Currently Amended) The method of tr e ating psorias i s affect e d area of th e sk i n, 
scalp or na i ls, as defined in C l aim claim 1 1^ wherein the topically administered 
composition contains about 400 mg of boswellic acid represented by one or more of the 
following groups: 

a) beta-boswellic acid, acetyl beta-boswellic acid, 11-keto beta-boswellic acid, acetyl- 
1 1-keto-beta-boswellic acid, as a single entities or mixtures : and 

b) Congeners congeners or derivatives of beta-boswellic acid, acetyl beta-boswellic 
acid, 11-keto beta-boswellic acid, acetyl-11-keto-beta-boswellic acid, as single entities 
or mixtures. 



1 5. (Currently Amended) The method of treat i ng psor i as i s aff e cted ar e a of th e skin, 
scalp or nails, as d e fin e d in Claim claim 1 1^ wherein the orally administered composition 
contains about 400 mg of acetyl- 1 1-keto-beta-boswellic acid. 



16. (Currently Amended) The method of treating psor i asis affected aroa of tho skin, 

sca l p or na i ls, as d e f i n e d i n Claim claim 1 ^^ wherein the orally administered composition 
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contains about 100 micrograms of selenium from L(+)-Selenomethionine 74^^ 
pharmao e utioa l ly acc e ptabl e carrier . 

17. (Currently Amended) The method of tr e at i ng p s oriasis aff e cted aroa of the sk i n, 
scalp or nails, as defin e d in Claim claim 1 1^ wherein the topically administered 
composition contains about 400 mg of acetyl-1 1-keto-beta-boswellic acid dispersed in a 
pharmaceut i ca ll y acc e ptab le carr i er , 

1 8. (Currently Amended) The method of tr e ating psor i asis aff e ct e d ar o a of the skin, 
scalp or nails, as d e f i ned in Claim claim 1 1^ wherein the total daily oral dose of boswellic 
acid is about 1200 mg, administered in a plurality of individual doses. 

19. (Currently Amended) The method of treating psoriasis affected area of the skin, 
scalp or nai l s, as defined i n C l aim claim 1 1^ wherein the total daily oral dose of selenium 
is about 300 micrograms, administered in a plurality of individual doses. 

20. (Currently Amended) The method of tr e ating psor i asis aff e cted aroa of th e skin, 
scalp or nails, as d e fin e d in Claim claim 1 1^ wherein the total daily topical dose of 
boswellic acid is about 1200 mg, administered in a plurality of individual doses. 
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
